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MODERN DAY SLAVERY 

Yes, it exists even in respectable South Cambridgeshire! 

This terrible situation begins when people see others as commodities, resulting in 
abduction or deception and false promises. Denied their freedom, victims may be 
threatened with violence to themselves or their family if they try to escape. 
Consequently they are fearful of the police and other authorities, who are actually 
keen to uncover this crime and help the victims. 

By being aware of the signs, we can be alert and potentially spot signs of slavery and 
be the first step to their freedom... 

...because it could be going on closer than we think. 


General indicators include: 

• restricted, escorted movement 

• signs of physical and mental abuse 

• poor health, malnourished 

• inadequate clothing - not warm or waterproof 

• anxious, fearful of eye contact 

• reluctant to engage in conversation. 


Forced Labour 

Victims may have been 'loaned' money for travel to a job but 
deductions for food and accommodation mean they are paid 
little or nothing and are permanently in debt. 

They may experience: 

• threat or actual physical harm 

• restriction of movement or total confinement 

• withholding of documents e.g. passport 

• dangerous work conditions 

• excessive work hours 

• overcrowded, damp accommodation 

• inadequate food 

• threat of revealing to authorities an irregular 
immigration status. 


Sexual Exploitation 

Ordinan/ housing/hotels are increasingly being used fen- 
brothels. 

Victims may: 

• be moved between brothels 

• have a limited amount of clothing, of which a large 
proportion is sexual 

• be dominated by a male companion. 


Domestic Servitude 

Forced labour, living and working in a private home. 

They may: 

• have no proper sleeping place 

• be forced to work excessive hours; "on call" 24 hours 
a day 

• always be escorted by the 'employer' 

• be malnourished. 


Child Abuse 

Sexual services in exchange for a favour such as alcohol , 
drugs or gifts. 

You may notice a child that: 

• often goes missing/truanting 

• is secretive 

• has unexplained money/presents 

• uses vehicles with unknown, older adults 

• shows evidence of physical harm 

• shows signs of low self image/self harm. 


Criminal Activities 

Victims are forced/deceived into criminal activity such as 
pickpocketing, begging, cannabis cultivation and benefit 
fraud. 

Similar to Forced labour, but for cannabis cultivation you 
may also notice: 

• windows of property are permanently covered from 
the inside 

• visits to property are at unusual times 

• unusual noises from the property e.g. machinery 

• pungent smells around the property. 


The police are committed to safe guarding all vulnerable people, including victims of slavery. To report any 
suspicions dial 101 or report via Crimestoppers at www.crimestoppers-uk.org .

Antibiotic resistance - both the NHS and health 
organisations across the world are trying to reduce the use 
of antibiotics, especially for less serious conditions, to 
combat the problem of antibiotic resistance.
